Democrats Said to Have 25 
in Which Election Result 
Is oneercain. 


Paul Smiths, N. Y.. Aug. 25 (By 
A. P.).—The Republicans will elect 
in November a working majority of 
at least 25 in the national House 
of Representatives, President Cool- 
idge was told today by Representa- 
tive Wood (Republican), Indiana, 
ehairman of the Republican con- 
gressional campaign. 

The present working majority is 
35, but Mr. Wood, who came to 
White Pine camp from Washington 
to report on political conditions, 
declared it was only to be expected 
that some seats might be lost in an 
off year after the heavy sweep of 
the presidentia] election, which car- 
ried many Republicans into office 
from normally Democratic or doubt- 
ful districts. 

For the most part, however, he 
added, the Republicans will not lose 
many seats in either the West or 
the East. The report was said to 
have been along the lines of other 
information in the possession of Mr. 
Coolidge, and he was said to be 
pleased at the prospects. 


Prosperity Is Issue. 


Prosperity is the issue, Mr. Wood 
said, asking, ‘“‘Why change to the 
Democrats who in 1914 under the 
Underwood tariff brought about 
soup kitchens in our cities?” 

The Democrats have attempted to 
make the tariff the issue, he added, 
but the farmers are for protection, 
and to both the farmer and the la- 
boring man a high tariff is vital. 
Ninety-six per cent of'all materials 
the farmers use on the farm, he 
continued, are on the free list, while 
the raw products of the farms are 
protected. 

Expressing the opinion that there 
would be no piecemeal revision of 
the tariff in advance of a general 
revision, Mr. Wood said there would 
be no general revision until after 
the next presidential election, and, 
if then, it would be a revision up- 
ward. 

Corruption Cry Held Futile. 

The cry of “corruption” 
States where there have been large 
expenditures in primary contests, 
Mr. Wood said, would have little 
general effect in this country. After 
all, he emphasized, without specif- 
ically mentioning any particular 
race, there has been less violation 
of the law in elections in all the 
Northern and Western States in the 
past 20 vears than ina single South- 
ern State in a single year. 

Mr. Wood expressed the opinion 
that the farm relief question was 
working toward a compromise on 
legislation that would satisfy all 
the farmers, while he believed the 
prohibition issue would»not change 
the ‘congressional complection of a 
single Southern or Western State. 
The sentiment for prohibition is just 
as strong as ever, he added, pre- 
dicting the fall elections would lead 
to no modification of the Volstead 
act. 

The Republican congressional 
speaking campaign will begin the 
day after Labor day with addresses 
in southefn Illinois, Oklahoma and 
Nebraska and be pushed vigorously 
until November. 


75 Doubtful Districts. 


There are 50 doubtful Republi- 
can districts, Mr. Wood said, and 25 
doubtful Democratic. Mentioning 
some, he said the Republicans 
might lose four House seats in 
Pennsylvania, where normally Dem- 
ocratic districts are now held by 
Republicans, and in the same way 
one or two in pote New saved and 
Ohio. 

The greatest prospect .of loss, in 
fact, be continued, was in Pennsyl- 
vania, although he held that the 
prohibition issue and the senato- 
rial primary campaign there were 
not decisive factors in creating this 
situation.

Bellefont, Pa., Aug. 25 (By A. 
P.).—After a harrowing experience 
in the rough country on the eastern 
slope of the Alleghenies, Lieut. 
Cyrus K. Bettis, army fiying ace, 
| was in the Centre County hospital 
here today slowly recovering from 
serious but not critical injuries re- 
ceived when he hit a mountain 
side. 

Missing for more than 43 hours, 
and with painful wounds, the stout- 
hearted army airman virtually res- 
cued himself. His left leg was 
broken below the knee and both 
jaws were fractured, but despite 
these injuries he crawled and 
hopped through the thick forest of 
Seven Sister mountains until he 
came to a roadside today and wait- 
ed for help to come along. 

Several times _in the heavily 
wooded country where he was hid- 
den from sight, he saw airplanes 
overhead searching, but they could 
not see him and he could not at- 
tract their attention. 

“T knew if I did not craw! out of 
there, I never would be found 
alive,’ he whispered in the hospi- 
tal. 

Lieut. Bettis was found by two 
young workers on the State high- 
way. 

Bettis, accompanied by two other 


airplanes, was on his way from Phil- | 


adelphia to Selfridge field, Mich., 
on Monday afternoon, when. all 
three ran into a fog. The other two 


Luther 8. Smith, got through the 
fog safely and landed in Michigan. 

Bettis was unconscious for an 
hour and a half after he fell as near 
as he could determine froim ‘the 
wrist and pocket watches that he 
carried. He had no food and 
quenched his thirst with what little 
rain he could catch in the palms of 
his hands last night. 

In the hospital tonight, phyasi- 
cians said he would recover if no 
complications cet in. Besides the 
fracture of the leg and jaws he is 
suffering from lacerations of the 
face and head 

Lieut. Bettis was not permitted 
to talk to any one but Lieuts. Will- 
jams and Smith. To these officers 
he told briefly what happened to 
him. 

He tried to get over the peaks, 
but the fog was so thick that he 
missed and hit the side of a thickly 
wooded mountain and came down, 
he said. He hit the mountain side- 
ways, and one wing of his ship 
caught in a tree, which broke the 
force of the fall. He was rendered 
unconscious and when he revived 
‘he umstrapped himself from his

New York, Aug. 25 (By A. P.).- 

A small, swarthy-skinned man 
walked down the gangplank of the 
steamship Majestic today confident 
that his visit in this country will 
bring about a radical change in. the 
religious life of the nation. 

He was Jiddu Krishnamurti, 
Hindu theosophist, hailed by his fol- 
lowers as the world medium for the 
“volte of the godhead.”” Although 
he claims to have heard the voice of 
the “universal God,’ the visitor's 
dress and manners were no different 
from those of any young Hindu 
dressed in Occidental garb. His 
gray suit. stripped shirt, blue tie 
and tan shoes were strictly twen- 
tieth century in style. He speaks 
with an Oxford accent. 

His arrival was a quiet event. 
was met at the steamship only by 
reporters, a press agent and the 
head of the American Theosophical 
society. 

Krishnamurti has been called the 
‘new Messiah,” but he made it clear 
today that he makes no claim to 
that title. He declined to discuss 
with newspaper reporters any spirit- 
ual message be is bringing to this 
country. Instead. he referred them 
to a small pamphlet which was dis- 
tributed aboard the gteamship. Aft- 
er a lecture in Chigago before mem- 
bers of the “Star in the East,’’ of 
which he is head, he probably will 
zo into retreat on his ranch near 
Ojai, Calif. 

Mrs. Besant Explains. 

Mrs. Annie Besant, 80-year-old 
international president of the Theo- 
sophical society, who accompanied 
Krishnamurti on his voyage, will 
tell people in 34 cities of the ‘‘com- 
ing of the new world teacher.” 

‘“‘Wedo not claim for him Messia- 
ship.’’ Mrs. Besant said. ‘‘He is the 
teacher of the world. Since 1909 
we have Known that he has been 
selected as the vehicle of voice of 
the god head. I believe that through 
him we are at the beginning of a 
new civilization, such as has oc- 
curred five times in the history of 
the Aryan race.” 

Krishnamurti said of himself: 

“T am different from other men. 
I never touch alcohol or meat. I 
play golf and tennis, and I swim. I 
have studied all the great writers.’’ 

“The pamphlets distributed 
the press agent on behalf of the 
Theosophist stated that in 1910, 
when he was a boy, he published a 
book, ‘‘At the Feet of the Master,’’ 
in which he ‘‘had written the teach- 
ings of his Teacher, received dur- 
ing sleep.’’

whole-hearted indorsement here. 

Calles Is Uneasy. 


Under the circumstances the in- 
spired criticisms which came from 
Mexican sources and accompanied 
the Ambassadors departure from

Decision to end the public por- 
tion of Valentino's obsequies was 
made late today by 8S. George Ulle-. 
man, the star’s manager. Mr. Ull- 
man asserted that the crowds failed 
to show proper reverence. The 
crowds have ‘heen boisterous and 
on several occasions have caused 
riots, which gcaused the injury of 
several persons.

1,000 SEATS AT END 
OF 5-VEAR PROGRAM 


Present Rate of Progress 
Means Facilities Will Not 
Catch Up With City.

BUT CONSTRUCTION LAGS 


Fourth of Sums Expended; 
Congress Limitations Hold | 
Up Purchases. 


At the half-way mark of Wash- 
ington’s so-called five-year school 
building program congestion will 
have increased more than 600 stu- 
dents instead of any relief being 
afforded, according to figures made 
available yesterday. 

This means that at the end of 
the five-year period, a term which 
incidentally has long since lost its 
significance, and at the same rate 
of progress, the schools will be in 
worse shape by some 1,009 students 
than they were before the building 
program was started. 

Appropriations have nothing to 
do with this condition. It is brought 
about by the progress of building 
construction. Nevertheless, the ap- 
propriations have been affected by 
the building progress, and in the 
end school officials apprehend that 
they will combine to make a mod- 
ern, adequate school system for 
Washington hopeless. 

The five-year program was formu- 
lated with a view to relieving con- 
the war, replacing obsolete build- 


increased attendance during the five 
years. 


$2,250,000 Needed Annually. 


At the end of that time it 
the opinion of Dr. F. W.

tinuing building program costing 
approximately $2,250,000 annually 
would have to be adopted to meet 
new conditions. 

But at the present rate of prog- 
ress on the initial program it looks 
as though it itself will never catch 
up with conditions which it was sup- 
posed to meet, much less those that 
are to arise in the future. 

The first new buildings to be 
available, six announced in Wednes- 
day’s Post,. will be ready for the 
school opening next month. They 
will have accommodations for some 
2,000 students. In February two 
new junjor high schools are ex- 
pected to be available, and a third, 
an eight-room addition to the Hine 
Junior- High school, is expected to 
be ready a month or so later, the 
three having accommodations for 
approximately 1,680 children. 

These are the only buildings that 
will be ready this school term. 


Lack 500 in 1927. 


At the opening of the Septem- 
ber, 1927, form 20 more-rooms, or 
two eight-room buildings and a 
four-room addition, with a normal 
seating capacity of 840 children, 
@ill be ready, according to plans. 
The contracts for them have not 
yet been let. They are the Bur- 
roughs and Woodridge schools, and 
the four-room addition to Smothers 
school. 

Thus, at what might be termed 
the half-way mark of the building 
program, September 1, 1927, school 
facilities will have been increased 
slightly more than 4,500 seats. 

In the meantime the annual 
creased attendance will have 
taled more than 5,000 children. 

No dent will have been made in 
that accumulated shortage, but on 
the other hand jt will have been 
added to by 500 students. 

Requirements for approximately 
22,000 children were contemplated 
when the building program was 
originally formulated. This _in- 
cluded the expected increased at- 
tendance in the five-year period of 
about 8,000 children, leaving tbe 
real shortage at that time of some 
14,000 children. It did not seem 
that they were out of school, but 
that they were having to attend 
crowded classes, obsolete rooms, 
portables, part-time classes and 
other makeshift arrangements. 

They and 500 more of them will 
be doing this two and a half years 
after the adoption of the program. 


Less Than Third Used, 


To date, Congress has appropri 
ated $6,463,000 toward the carry- 
ing out of the building program. 
The six buildings to be ready next 
month* represent an outlay of ap- 
proximately $1,250,000, or less than 
one-fourth of the amount appropri- 
ated. It is considerably less than 
one-third of the $4,013,000. appro- 
priated the first year. 

Noting the slowness of building 
construction and realizing, too, the 
necessity of acquiring as many sites 
s possible before they rise in cost,

Splitdorf Company Held to 
Have Infringed Rights 
Owned by nepneie 


Special to The Washington Post, 
Trenton, N. J., Aug. 25.—Federal 
Judge Bodine today granted an in- 
junction to the Radio Corporation 
of America, the General Electric 
Co. and the Westinghouse Electric 


and Manufacturing Co. restraining 
the Splitdorf Electric Co. of New- 
ark, from making or selling radio 
receiving sets embodying the prin- 
ciple of tuned radio frequency am- 
plification. A similar suit is pend- 
ing against the manufacturers of 
Atwater Kent sets. 

The decision is looked upon br 
“independent”? manufacturers as af- 
fecting the entire radio industry, 
involving millions of dollars and 
creating a virtual monopoly for fhe 
plaintiffs if it is sustained bv the 
higher courts. Clifton V. Edwards, 
of Edwards, Sager & Bower, defense 
attorneys, indicated the case. would 
be carried to the United States :cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 

Judge Bodine held that the de- 
fendants had infringed on patents 
issued to Ernest F. W. Alexander- 
£0n in October, 1913. and. bought 
by the General Electric Co., which 
licensed the Radio Corporation to 
make and sell the device. He or- 
dered the Splitdorf Co. to make an 
accounting of profits from their 
Sales. 


Claims Federal License. 


The Splitdorf Co.’s defense was 
Substantially that the 
involved was used popularly prior 
to Alexanderson’s patent. and that 
the patent does'not comply with the 
Federal statute requirements. It 
Claimed also to be manufacturing 
the device under licenses issued by 
the Navy Department and the Fed- 
eral government. 

Experts say 90 per cent of the 
radio receiving sets now made and 
sold in this country are as much an 
infringement of the Alexamderson 
patents as the R-500 type Splitdorf 
set which was the basis of the suit. 
Radio Corporation officials refused 
any comment on the case. They 
would not affirm or deny a report 
published in a radio trade paper 
that the Splitdorf Co. had been of- 
fered the right to continue manu- 
facture and sale for a license fee of 
$100,000 and a 20 per cent royalty 
on all sets.

Mexico City, 
The Howard brothers, Albert and 
John, who were arrested and put 
in jail after the disappearance of 
their father, John F. Howard, have 
been released. The police located 
the father at Puebla, where he 
went after the death of his. sec- 
ond wife a day or two ago.

school, is charged with the murder 
of James H. Calisch, 63 years old, 
who was in the stock 
business. 

_Calisch, the philosopher, was| 
killed by the blows of a hammer. 

Young Silberstein’s career in the’ 
elementary schools and in high’ 
school had been a brilliant one. He 
Was graduated from commercial 
high school at the age of 16. 
came a nervous breakdown. 
pursued his studies at home, delv- 
ing deeply into books on philosophy 
and psychology. 


Studied New Philosophy. 


He made the acquaintance 
Calisch, a native of Holland. who. 
aside from his stock brokerage ac- 
tivities, studied philosophy. 
was a student of Freud and Jung 
and he and Silberstein.spent many 
hours in the Calisch apartment, ac- 
cording to the police, 
their favorite subjects. And there. 
the youth told the court, 
tutored him also 
that was not academic. But 
winter they quarreled and the odd/§ 
friendship ended. 

Calisch and Silberstein met 
times in the Ormonde cafeteria in 
Brooklyn. Calisch was seated in 
the restaurant last night when Sil- 
berstein entered.

Silberstein, a tall, well-built 
‘nervous youth of pasty complexion 
and with a shock of black hair, ap- 
peared in homicide court today with 
his mother, a bewildered woman, 
and was committed to the observa- 
tion ward of the Kings County hos- 
‘pital by Magistrate McCloskey.

He was recently a neurological 
clinic patient and blamed his 
strange relationship with Calisch 
(for his mental state.

‘*‘Do you think it was funny to 

kill a man?” the court inquired. 

“T think it was funny to kill this 
fellow.’ the vouth replied. 
| He declared he “‘had lost the men- 
ital capacity to explain” why he did 
it. but attributed his mental and 
physical condition to his associa- 
‘tion with Calisch and ‘assimilation 
‘of his traits and ideals.’ 

He later told reporters he did not 
think his case paralleled the Leo- 
| pold- Loeb case because ‘“‘they killed 
‘anyone at all- —took the first victim 
thev found.’

Tralamen and Lines East of 
Chicago, North: of the Ohio, 
Accept Proposal. 


FIRST UNDER NEW LAW 


New York,Aug. 25 (By A. P.). 
The way was paved today for the 
first arbitration of a railroad wage 
dispute under the recently enacted 
‘Watson-Parker bill. 

Representatives of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen signed, 
with representatives of railroads 
east of Chicago and north of the 
Ohio river, an agreement to submit 
to arbitration the brotherhood’s de- 


mand for a wage increase of $1 a 
day for conductors, brakemen and 
switchmen. Arbitration was agreed 
upon after 
mediation had failed in its efforts 
to mediate a settlement. 

W. G. Lee, president of the 
brotherhood, said that ‘‘future arbi- 
tration by :trainmen will depend 
largely on the degree of justice we 
receive ‘by the agreement to arbi- 
trate.”’ The brotherhood, he as- 
serted, will ‘‘go the very ljimit’”’ to 
gave th eWatson-Parker bill a try- 
out. 

The board of arbitration will con- 
sist of six members, two represent- 
ing the labor union, two of the rail- 
roads and two the public. A date 
for the arbitration hearings will be 
fixed later. They will be held in 
New York. The trainmen’s brother- 
hood announced that D. L. Cease, 
of Cleveland, Ohio. editor of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
and E. F. Curtis, of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, general secretary of the Or- 
der of Railway conductors, will be 
its representatives on the arbitra- 
tion board. The railroads will an- 
nounce their members later. 

Similar wage increase demands 
have been made of railroads in 
other sections of the country.

KILLED FROM AMBUSH 


Mexico City, Aug. 25 (By A. P.). 
Dispatches from Colima say that 
Federal Congressman Jesus Pineda 
and a companion were assasinated 
presumably by political enemies 
who killed them from ambush and 
escaped undetected. 

Here in the capital, a pistol bat- 
tle between rival congressmen was 
prevented only by the jntervention 
of the federal soldiers guarding the 
chamber of deputies. 

The newspapers say the belliger- 
ent congressmen were of the same 
group which recently had a pistol 
fight on Madero avenue, in the 
heart of the business section of 
Mexico City: The rivalry among 
these federal congressmen is 50 
bitter that trouble is expected 
whenever they meet away from the 
guards. 


CHARGES OF RIPLEY 
NISTURD NEW YORK 
FINGAL DISTRICT 


Demand That Trade Commis- 
sion Force Corporate Pub- 
licity Stirs Wall Street. 


New York, Aug. 25.—The finan- 
cial district was stirred today, al- 
though principally in an academic 
way, by the second major attack 
upon corporate practices launched 
by Prof. William Z. Ripley, of Har- 
vard university, who in the cur- 
rent issue of the Atlantic Monthly 
condemns numerous of the coun- 
try’s largest corporations for their 
inadequate financial statements. 
He demands they be compelled to 
give their stockholders and the 
public more frequent and more in- 
telligible information concerning 
their earnings and activities. 

Many persons had succeeded in 
getting advance copies of the mag- 
azine, which were passed from hand 
to hand, while the news stands re- 
ceived unprecedented orders for 
such reading matter. Financial ob- 
servers, however, denied that the 
article, with the .demand it con- 
tains that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission at once exercise power it 
has to require the fullest corporate 
publicity, was responsible for de- 
clines in certain stocks on Tuesday 
and today. 


Steel and Motors Weak. 


United States Stee] and General 
Motors were conspicuously weak in 
Tuesday’s trading and steel was 
weak today. But these two com- 
panies were singled out by Prof. 
Ripley for praise. These and other 
stocks were down, it was declared, 
as a result of an irregular, uncer- 
tain market, due to the too-rapid 
pace of bullish speculation through- 
out July and early August. 

The companies concerned were in 
the main silent regarding charges 
that their annual statements to 
stockholders are inadequate, enig- 
matic and often misleading, if not 
deceptive. Some said they would 
issue statements if careful exami- 
nation of the long article made ac- 
tion advisable. 

One executive declared that in 
his company the full publicity Prof. 
Ripley proposes would damage the 
stockholder instead of benefiting 
him, as competitors would turn to 
their advantage instantly informa- 
tion concerning sales and 0»net 
profits. 


Denies Ripley Charges. 


Frank L. Dame, president of the 
North American Co., one of the 
largest public utility holding cor- 
porations, denied Prof. Ripley’s 
declaration that it, with the Beth- 
lehem Steel Co., failed to indicate 
whether its appraisal of its prop- 
erty was based upon cost, market 
value of ‘‘reproduction cost.”” The 
valuation of the North American 
subsidiaries, Mr. Dame _ declared, 
had been .appraised at ‘‘average 
costs’’ and were ‘“‘in excess of the 
capitalization of the properties.’’ 
The Ripley proposals brought no 
comment from executives of the 
stock exchange, which questioned 
the advisability of listing nonvot- 
ing stocks after Prof. Ripley last 
April lashed out against such se- 
curities on the ground their issue 
permitted a financiat house to sell 
a big business and still maintain 
control of it. : 


Louisiana Residents 
Fleeing Hurricane 


New Orleans, Aug. 25 (By A. P.). 
The storm raging up through the 
Gulf of Mexico toward the eastern 
Louisiana coast is of hurricane 
force, said messages received here 


today from the steamship Craw- 
ford, reporting from a point about 
120 miles south of Morgan City. 

The parishes of Plaquemine, Jef- 
ferson, Terrebonne, Lafourche and 
St. Bernard, along the coast south 
of New Orleans, were expected to 
bear the brunt of the storm and 
warnings were sent to’ fishermen 
along the coast to enable them to 
leave fishing camps and villages. 

Residents of camps and outlying 
districts along the shore of Lake 
Pontchartrain also were warned 
‘and many of them left their homes 
to seek safety in New Orleans.

heretofore when removal of only 
the farmers’ market was con- 
templated by the committee. 

The dimensions of the various 
suggested sites and the possibility 
of expansion must be considered by 
the committee before it can make 
its report, Maj. Carey H. Brown, 
engineer of the commission and 
executive officer of the coordinat- 
ing committee, said yesterday. 

The, committee will consider the 
question today, but no public hear- 
ings are contemplated, Maj. Brown 
said. 

Possibility that the committee 
may turn to other sites than those 
which have received most promi- 
nent public attention was indicated 
by Maj. Brown. The question of 
cost of acquirement, both to the 
government and to food dealers 
will be considered, he said. Con- 
venience to dealers and consumers 
and accessibility to consumers are 
other factors which the committee 
will consider, he added. 

A. R. Boxwell, 206 Fifth street 
southeast, who described himself as 
a resident, home owner and tax- 
payer in the District for the last 656 
years, urged selection of the Mid- 
city site. “It would be very incon- 
venient for us people living in the 
extreme east qr extreme west to 
get to any other site,’’ Mr. Boxwell 
said. He, too, urged the importance 
of locating the market near depart- 
ment and furnishing stores so that 
consumers could buy all of their 
necessaries in one trip. 

“Property from Third to Sixth 
streets, between K and L streets 
northwest, can be got reasonably,’’ 
he continued. ‘‘There would also 
be a good chance for wholesale 


meat houses and other wholesale 
establishments.”’ 

Unless the entire market district 
is moved when the farmers’ market 
is moved, officials might just as well 
destroy the farmers’ market, said 
Loran J. Harrison, of Anacostia, 
who has a 150-acre farm of which, 
he said, about 40 acres are planted 
in truck. 

“IT am vitally interested in the 
new market site,’’ Mr. Harrison 
said. “I can not help but fell if it 
is not selected near Convention hall 
market there might as well be 
none, unless the whole business is 
moved at the same time. 

“If I am _ ~properly informed, 
there was no money to buy the 
property east of Tenth street, 
thereby leaving the commission 
houses on B street, and leaving, 
too, the entire business now on 
Louisiana avenue and C street. 
I also feel sure most of the people 
do not understand it is only the 
country line to be moved. 

“If I am correct the divorcing 
of that part would destroy it un- 
less properly located.’’ 

L. J. Harn, another Anacostia 
farmer, also expressed doubt as to 
just what sections of the market 
are to be moved. 

The National Capital park and 
planning commission originally de- 
cided to move the farmers’ market 
to make room for the new internal 
revenue bureau office building. 
Later the commission instructed its 
coordinating committee to work out 
a plan for the removal of wholesale 
and commission house rows. The 
committee now is at work on this 
plan. This would leave only the 
Center market building standing on 
the present site. Plans for the fu- 
ture call for utilization of that site 
for other uses.

Harry K. Green, commissioner of 
revenue of Arlington county, has 
been chosen chairman of the com- 
mittee on simplification of taxation 
and codification of the tax laws of 
the State of Virginia by the State 
Association of Commissioners of 
Revenue. His appointment has 
been approved by the chairman of 
the State tax commission, Charles 
H. Morrissett. 

This selection is in line with Gov. 
Byrd’s program for tax reform in 
the coming legislature Mr. Green 
was one of the leaders of a small 
group of tax experts upon whom 
the governor relied and with whom 
he was in constant consultation in 
the preparation of the tax segrega- 
tion act which he forced through 
the regular session of the general 
assembly last January. 

Mr. Green will issue a call for 
the committee to meet and organize 


at Richmond within the next two 
or three weeks. It will immediately 
begin an exhaustive survey of the 
present tax laws of the State, both 
from an administrative and revenue 
producing standpoint.

Madden Says Expenditures 
Will Be Far Below Those 
of Coming Year. 


BUILDING PROGRAM SAFE 


Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 25 (By 
A. P.)-—The total proposed expen- 
ditures by the government in the 
fiscal year 1928 will be consider- 
ably below the actual expenditures 
for 1927, perhaps by $250,000,000, 
Chairman Madden of the House ap- 
propriations committee said today. 

While the Illinols representative 
did not go into details, after dis- 
cussing the appropriation situation 


for next year with President Cool- 
idge, he said the government would 
not be confronted with as heavy 
Outlays as was the case this year 
on the postal pay increase voted 
two years ago or on the soldiers’ 
bonus and other special items, 
which in the fiscal year 1927 have 
placed an extra burden on the gov- 
ernment of $300,000,000. 

Total expenditures for 1927 have 
been li.nited by the President at 
$3,600,000,000, compared with ap- 
proximately $3,620,000,000 in 1926, 
$3,529,000,000 in 1925 and $3,506,- 
000,000 in 1924, the lowest ex- 
penditures year since the war. The 
budget for next year has been 
limited to $3,270,000,000, but this 
does not include postal costs or 
such indeterminate items as tax re- 
funds. 

In going over the financial] situa- 
tion with Mr. Madden, Mr. Coolidge 
emphasized the economy program 
of the administration and urged 
that no unjustifiable expenditures 
be made. 

The hearings of the House ap- 
propriations committee on the sup- 
ply measures for next year will 
begin in Washington about Novem- 
ber 6. 

While no provision yet has been 
included in the budget estimates 
for next year to carry out the $165,- 
000,000 public buildings program, 
Mr. Madden indicated that some 
amount would be provided with the 
maximum for any one year limited 
to $25,000,000.

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- DECREE OF Fascist 
MAY DEPRIVE WOMEN 
OF CURTAILED VOTE 


Suspension of City Elections, 
to Which Woman Suffrage 
Is Restricted, Proposed. 


STEP TOWARD ABOLITION 
OF ELECTIVE PROGRAM 


Dominant Party Already Has 
Placed Appointive Officials 
in Many Municipalities. 


Rome, Aug. 25 (By A. P.).—The 
Italian women may lose the right 
to vote before they have had a 
chance to cast a ballot. 

They won the right to vote at 
municipal elections at the last leg- 
islative session of parliament after 
many years’ struggle. But now a 
fascist decree probably will abolish 
all municipal elections. This decree, 


according to a semiofficial state- 
ment, will be adopted at a meeting 
of the council of ministers next 
Tuesday. 

The right of suffrage which the 
women lose is nominal, because the 
suffrage measure not only restricted 
the women’s right to vote in muni- 
cipal elections, but allowed the priv- 
ilege only to a very small propor- 
tion of women. Only women who 
might be styled ‘‘prominent,”’ “‘offi- 
cial,” ‘“‘war widows,’’ and the like, 
were to have the right to vote, 
which, as was plainly pointed out in 
the legislative debates, was granted 
as an honor to certain deserving 
classes of women rather than a step 
toward political enfranchisement of 
all the women. 


To Suspend Local Elections. 


A more important aspect of the 
cabinet’s coming decree is that it 
1s a confirmation of the govern- 
ment’s purpose gradually to legal- 
ize the temporary suspension of all 
elections recently ordered by Mus- 
solini to enable the fascist party to 
crush the turbulence of certain local | 
elements who were refusing to ac- 
cept the dictates of a central au- 
thority. 

The first step was taken early in 
the year with the abolition of com- 
muna] elections in 8,000 villages of 
Jess than 65,000 population. In 
these villages the fascist ministry 
of the interior placed trusted men 
to serve as podestas—a system used 
widely in Italy in the Middle Ages. 

Later this podesta system was ex- 
tended to a great number of places 
classifiable as health resorts or 
within the earthquake zone. Rome 
was placed under a_ governor; 
Naples was placed under a high 
commissioner and only a fortnight 
ago Milan was placed under a 
special commissioner. 

The cabinet’s new decree is 
based, the oflicial assertion goes, 
upon the success attained through- 
out the country. After its adoption 
citizens .in towns and cities will 
have no voice in the choice of po- 
destas or commissioners who will 
govern them. 


May Change Whole System. 


Legally Italian citizens will still 
have a right to vote in two types 
of elections. Each group of com- 
munes elect a provincial councillor 
{o sit in-a provincial council and 
each citizen votes in an election for 
deputies to parliament, the senators 
being appointed. In fact, however, 
this right to vote not only is sus- 
pended but virtually abandoned. 

The next legislative election is 
due: in 1929 under the legal five 
vear rule unless as an _ Official 
fascist spokesman said, ‘‘parliament 
decides to pass a measure changing 
the system.”’ 

Periodically the fascist press an- 
nounces that the government party 
will take severe steps against thcse 
“with old fashioned mentality,” or 
‘‘those desiring to provoke  dis- 
order,’’ who discuss the possibility 
of legislative elections. The pur- 
pose of.the fascist state patently is 
to change the chamber of deputies 
into an institution whereby organi- 
zations.instead of individuals will 
elect the membership. Such organi- 
zations, however, would be restrict- 
ed to members of the fascisti.

BAND ROBS BOTH BANKS 
IN OKLAHOMA OIL TOWN 


All Citizens In Sight Locked 
in Vault; Robbers Then 
Escape in Cars. 


OFFICERS GUARD ROADS 


Covington, Okla., Aug. 25 (By 
A. P.).—A band of five or six two- 
gun men, in true Wild West fash- 
ion, descended on the two banks 
in Covington, ofl town, today, ter- 
rorized the officials and customers, 
coolly looted the institutions and 
escaped in two automobiles without 
a shot being fired. 

The amount of the loot was de- 


clared to be well in excess of 
$5,000. 

Posses were guarding the roads 
in all directions in the hope of ap- 
prehending the robbers, who con- 
ducted the raids unmasked. 

In each bank the officials and 
patrons were forced at the point of 
guns to the rear of the buildings, 
where they were guarded while the 
money was being sacked. 

In the American State Bank 
there were 24 witnesses to the rob- 
bery before it was completed. As 
soon as a customer entered the 
front door, he was put under guard. 
Before the bandits left, all of their 
victims were ordered into the vault 
and the door closed. 

In the Covington National Bank, 
where the loot was believed to be 
around $5,000, the patrons and of- 
ficials were handled in the same 
manner. 

W. T. Henry, assistant cashier of 
the American State Bank, 
“Throughout it all, everything went 
quietly, except once when a bandit 
kicked one of the bank patrons 
when he started to escape after be- 
ing ordered into the vault. There 
was no shooting. The bandits en- 
tered the bank quietly and. went 
about their work in a gentlemanly 
manner.”’

States on leave, he has come to the 
department to talk over matters con- 
nected with his mission in Mexico. 
He is not going to resign and the 
department does not desire him to 
resign. He is going back to Mexico 
City at the expiration of his leave. 
We have absolute confidence in Mr. 
Sheffield and there is no disagree- 
ment between us. I make these 
statements because of rumors which 
have been published from time to 
time in the press. I can not discuss 
the details of our conferences.” 
That the retroactive and confisca- 


tory character of the Mexican land’

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MEXICAN DEADLOCK 
ON RELIGION MAKES 
BUSINESS GLOOMY 


Hope Still Held for Solution, 
but Facts Indicate Both 
Sides Firmer. 


FOREIGN MINISTER SAYS 
LAW WILL BE ENFORCED 


Eptscopate, in Statement, 
Protests Against Government 
Canvass of Federal Employes. 


Mexico City, Aug. 25 (By A. P.). 
The business men of Mexico with 
undisguised gloom are settling 
down with whatever philosophy and 
resignation they can muster to what 


seems to be an indefinite continu- 
ance of the stalemate in the relig- 
fous situation. 


There is still hope that somehow 
a solution may be found, but so far 
as tangible facts are concerned 
nothing has occurred of late to sub- 
stantiate that hope. If anything the 
government and episcopate both 
seem to be adopting a somewhat 
stiffer attitude. 

The foreign minister, Senor 
Saenz, conferred today with Presi- 
dent Calles and it is understood he 
reported to the president his denial 
of the remarks attributed to him 
in a recent interview at San Anto- 
nio. He assured the president that 
his position was for the enforce- 
ment of the constitution and laws. 

The foreign minister had been 
quoted as saying that when 
laws or constitutional provisions 
were against the benefits of the 
country, they should either be re- 
pealed or amended. 


Favors Law Enforcement. 


His quoted remarks assumed 
added importance from the govern- 
ment viewpoint because the episco- 
pate yesterday issued qa statement 
expressing satisfaction over the at- 
titude attributed to Senor Saenz, at 
San Antonio. Today the foreign 
minister, who has just returned to 
the capital, declared that his words 
had been misinterpreted. 

‘While law is law in Mexico the 
government will enforce it,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘Until amended by legal 
means the law must be obeyed as a 
whole by everybody.” 

The episcopate continues to study 
plans for a campaign for amend- 
ment of the constitution by con- 
gress, but the newspapers declare 
that the government has decided to 
take a firmer attitude and does not 
intend to allow any Catholic priest 
who has spoken in opposition to the 
government and the laws during 
the present religious controversy to 
resume his church services even 
when the church authorities decide 
to resume. 

The episcopate has issued a writ- 
ten statement declaring that the 
government has sent a circular to 
all government employes and school 
teachers requiring a statement as to 
whether they belong to the League 
for the Defense of Religious Liberty 
or the Knights of Columbus, or 
whether they are loyal to the gov- 
ernment and support the govern- 
ment’s religious policy. 

The episcopate declares that it 
does. not recognize the govern- 
ment’s right ‘‘thus to violate reli- 
gious liberty.”’ 


Pope Prays for Perseverance. 


Rome, Aug. 25 (By ‘A. P.).——The 
Pope today told a group of Mexi- 
can pilgrims whom he received in 
private audience to take home to 
their people the assurance that he 
is praying to God to give them 
power to persevere in the ‘‘mag- 
nificent courage which they are now 
displaying to the whole world.’’ 

The holy see announced that the 
news it has received indirectly from 
Mexico confirms the ‘‘complete fal- 
sity of the Mexican government re 
ports anent the negotiations  be- 
tween Callesz and the episcopacy.’’ 
The entire body of Mexican bish- 
ops and all the faithful in that 
country, it was stated, remained 
firm in their defense of their reli- 
gion and their religious obedience 
to the holy see.

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RAILROAD WAGE ARBITRATION. 


Every labor organization and every employer 
of labor will await with keen interest the out- 
come of the first case brought before the board 
of mediation under the terms of the Parker- 
Watson act. That law, which supersedes the 
act which created the railroad labor board, is 
expected to bring about amicable adjustments 
of all disputes between the railroads and their 
employes. It was enacted only after lengthy 
hearings before the committees of Congress, 
during which it was shown that both parties, 
the railroads and the brotherhoods of train- 
men, conductors, engineers and all other or- 
vanizations of employes, were anxious to obtain 
legislation looking to the arbitration of wage 
disputes and all differences arising between 
the railroads and those who serve them. 

Now it is announced that an agreement has 
been reached for arbitration through the 
médiation board, of which the former head of 
the House commerce committee, Samuel E. 
Winslow, of Massachusetts, is chairman. The 
issue is the wage question between the rail- 
roads supplying the territory north of the 
Ohio river and east of Chicago and their 
trainmen. As the board itself was unable to 
adjust the differences through mediation, all 
parties ‘after friendly and thorough considera- 
tion’’ agreed to arbitration at the request of 
the board. Two arbitrators will be selected 
by the railroads involved in the dispute, two 
others by the men, and two others .by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

President Lee, of the Brotherhood of Train- 
men, explains that the question at issue arises 
out of the demand of the conductors and brake- 
men in the freight service in the territory in- 
volved for an increase of $1 a day, which 
the men insist is warranted by the earnings of 
the railroads in the Eastern section of the 
country. It is understood that if the result of 
this first arbitration under the new law is 
satisfactory to both sides the report of the 
arbitrators will be followed immediately by 
like requests from railway employes through- 
out the.country. 

The arbitrators will meet in New York as 


soon aS named, and are expected to reach an 


agreement in October. 


RECESS APPOINTMENTS. 

Again the question has arisen as to the 
right of a Federal recess appointee to draw his 
salary. Comptroller General McCarl has ruled 
that Tariff Commissioners Broussard and 
Lowell can not draw their salaries after July 
3, 1926>the day on which Congress adjourned, 
as they were not confirmed by the Senate. 

Mr. McCarl’s decision is based on the fact 
that the Constitution “preserves the control of 
the Senate over appointments by limiting the 
term for which the President is authorized to 
make recess appointments.” 

Section 1761 of the Revised Statutes pro- 
vides that no salary shall be paid to a recess 
appointec, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate, where the appointment is made to fill 
a vacancy existing while the Senate is in 5e6- 
sion. 

Mr. Broussard was appointed July 9, 1925, 
but was not confirmed by the Senate. He was 
paid his salary until June 30, 1926. Mr. .Me- 
Carl rules that he is not entitled to his salary 
after July 3, the day the Senate adjourned. 
Mr. Lowell was given a recess appointment 
July 6, 1926, after the Senate adjourned. Mr. 
McCarl rules that Mr. Lowell can not be paid 
his salary. 


THE PLAINT OF THE BOOTLEGGER. 


Soon after Gen. Andrews announced that 
the Treasury Department in its war on-boot- 
legging would change the regulations defining 
the ingredients to be used in the denaturing of 
aicohol a howl of protest arose. It was as- 
serted that the department planned to bring 
about wholesale poisoning of innocent drink- 
ers of contraband beverages, and the country 
Was given to expect an enormous increase in 
the number of deaths among those who think 
that they can not live without copious draughts 
of synthetic gin. 

It is worthy of note that nothing in the

struggle, in which the cause of the industrial- 
ists was opposed principally by the opponents 
of the beverage use of alcohol, whereas the 
present attack has been launched by the op- 
ponents of prohibition. ‘‘This might seem 
peculiar,” says the Reporter, ‘‘were it not for 


the fact that for unreason, illogical argument, | 


and the utter disregard of all rights and be- 
liefs other than their own, fanatical prohibi- 
tionists' are equaled by none but fanatical 
antiprohibitionists.”’ 

It then calls attention to the fact that all 
sorts of cémpounds of alcohol, such as freeza 
proof liquids for hydraulic jacks, embalming 
fluid and horse liniments, and other poisonous 
compounds, with an alcohol base, were used as 
beverages long before Volstead was elected to 
Congress. The manufacture of denatured al- 
cohol, no matter how effectually it is 
“poisoned,” is no more contributory to suicide 
than is the manufacture of rope. ‘‘Industrial 
alcohol is no more at fault when a crook sells 
it as a beverage than are axes to be blamed 
because somebody uses one to commit mur-

der.”’ 


LET POSTERITY PAY ITS SHARE. 


The opinions of Hon. Martin Madden on 
the fiscal affairs of the government are entitled 
to the greatest respect. He is the best-in- 
formed man in the United States on the subject 
of government expenditures, and is the most 
influential individual in Congress in determin- 
ing how much and for what purpose the tax- 
payers’ money shall be expended. Without 
Mr. Madden's cooperation it would have been 
impossible to put into effect the economy policy 
of President Coolidge. 

Mr.. Madden has been consulting President 
Coolidge on the question of government ex- 
penditures and economy projects. He agrees 
with the President that another reduction of 
taxes is not practicable, but he expresses the 
independent opinion that if the Treasury will 
use for current needs the money it receives 
from foreign governments on debt payments, 
instead of using it to retire liberty bonds, a 
reduction of $350,000,000 or $400,000,000 in 
taxes can be made in 1928. The Treasury is 
extinguishing the public debt as fast as pos- 
sible, employing for that purpose $150,000,000 
a year which it receives as interest on debts 
owed by foreign countries. 

The public debt of the United States will be 
wiped out in 20 years, at the rate it is being 
paid off. In the meantime interest payments, 
as well as installments of principal, will be 
paid in increasing amounts by foreign debtors, 
while the income-tax revenue will also increase 
under present schedules. Mr. Madden has sug- 
gested to the President that after the public 
debt is paid off huge sums will accumulate in 
the Treasury and will tempt Congress to enter 
upon an unparalleled career of extravagance. 

Mr. Madden therefore suggests that the pay- 
ments received from foreign governments be 
applied to current expenses, thus extending 
the public Webt payments further into the 
future and providing relief for present-day 
taxpayers. He .thinks it is unnecessary to 
burden living taxpayers with payment of the 
entire public debt, leaving to the next genera- 
tion an enormous windfall in the shape of for- 
eign debt payments and an immense Treasury 
surplus, with no public debt. 

The reasoning employed by Secretary Mel- 
lon, and heretofore approved by President 
Coolidge, is that large payments on the public 
debt help to reduce interest charges on the re- 
mainder and improve the government’s credit, 
so that it is enabled to borrow money at lower 
rates of interest. This is true; but it is also 
true that the present generation of taxpayers 
are carrying the entire load of the war, in- 
cluding the load which should be carried by 
foreign debtors. As those foreign debtors are 
granted 62 years in which to pay their debts, 
Mr. Madden thinks it is no more than fair that 
American taxpayers should be relieved also by 
having part of the public debt shifted to the 
next generation. 

The taxpayers of the United States have per- 
formed wonders in reducing the war debt. Is 
it not asking too much of them to insist that 
the remainder of the debt shall all be wiped 
out within 20 years by continued high taxes? 
Why not let foreign governments relieve them 
a little? The public debt is now manageable. 
Interest.charges are low. As the population 
of the country increases the charge upon in- 
dividual taxpayers will become less. Twenty 
years from now the burden which is now so 
heavy will be comparatively easy. The tax- 
payers of 1946 will not have paid indirect war 


1 taxes in the shape of sons lost in the war. nor 


will they have paid the installments which 
foreign debtors should have paid. Present- 
day taxpayers have not only paid their proper 
taxes for the upkeep of the government, but 
they have paid the interest charges which for- 
eigners should have paid. No wonder the 
public debt has been reduced and a surplus 
created! 3 

Presumably the French debt settlement wil] 
have been ratified within another year. The 
United States eventually will be receiving 
$360,000,000 a year from foreign debtors. The 
$150,000,000 now actually received should be 
applied to current government expenses, there- 
by relieving present-day taxpayers to that 
amount, Posterity, which will receive as much 
benefit from American sacrifices in the war 
as the present generation has received, can 
well afford to pay a part of the public debt. 
This generation has paid in blood and suffer- 
ing as well as in taxes.. Let the more numer- 


ous taxpayers of the future pay their share of 
the taxes. 


‘THE VALUE OF LIFE. 
A noted economist at the Williamstown 


economic conference stated that the capital- 


ized future earnings of the males in the 
United States is approximately a thousand 
billion dollars, or three times the estimated 
wealth of the world.. If the future earnings 
of females were capitalized, this estimate 
would be increased to approximately fifteen 
hundred billion dollars. 
Sickness alone.every year costs the people 


of the United States in excess of $2,000,000,- 


000 in loss of wages and medical attendance. 
Only about 50 cents a year per capita, or 
about $60,000,000, is spent by the authorities 
in cities and villages in public health work. 
One of the big problems is to protect com- 
munity health and teach the people habits of 
right living. The enormous asset of human 
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life should be conserved. It is said that a 


year added to a life means a gain of at least 
$1,000 in future production and wealth. 

Two individuals, each noted in his fleld, died 
recently, one at the age of 31 and the other 
at the age of 92. Applying the philosophy of 
added years and added living capital, to “Say 
nothing of comparative intellectual contribu- 
tions, the economic value of the one who died 
at 92 was infinitely greater than that of the 
one who died at 31. Conservation of health 
is a nattonal duty. The economic value of 
human life can not. be overestimated. 


FLAX AND FLAXSEED. 


There is a wholesome tariff lesson in the 
item of flax and flaxseed. Flax is grown in 
Minnesota, Nebraska and the two Dakotas. It 
is raised largely for its oil-bearing seed. 

The 1913 tariff placed flax on the free list, 
on the theory that little flax was grown in this 
country and that an import duty would add to 
the cost of linseed oil. In 1913 only about 14,- 
000,000 bushels were raised in the United 
States, whereas the demand was for more than 
twice that amount. 

The framers of the protective tariff of 1922 
listened to the farmers of Minnesota, Nebraska 
and the two Dakotas, and placed an import 
duty of lc and 2c a pound on flax, and in- 
creased the 1913 duty on flaxseed from 20c a 
bushel to 40c a bushel. 

These rates have encouraged the production 
of flax in the four States of -the Northwest, 
mntil today more than 22,000,000 bushels of 
flax are produced, approximately one-half of 
the domestic demand. American farmers in 
the Northwest who grow flax are’ protected 
in the matter of flaxseed against undue foreign 
competition. 


FALSE PHILOSOPHY. 


Members of some of the leading labor fed- 
erations conferred with the President recently, 
and later made the observation that whatever 
unemployment exists in the United States is 
due to machine overproduction following the 
war; and that, to remedy the situation, pro- 
duction should be curtailed, hours of labor 
cut down and machine production minimized. 
This was the philosophy employed years ago, 
when certain individuals opposed the introduc- 
tion of machinery. It was claimed that ma- 
chines would throw many men out of employ- 
ment and interfere with the rights of labor. 
Nearly every introduction of labor-saving ma- 
chinery in the past has been opposed by false 
economists on the theory that machinery 
would throw men out of jobs. 

The persistence of British workingmen in 
clinging to their opposition to labor-saving 
machinery has been a powerful factor in de- 
stroying the industrial supremacy of Great 
Britain and in creating unemployment. British 
machinery plants as a rule are out of date as 
compared with American plants. One Ameri- 
can workman turns out from 3 times to 
25 times as much product as a British work- 
man with his antiquated machinery. 

Experience shoWs that labor-saving machin- 
ery has been a great blessing, especially to 
workmen. More laborers are’employed, hours 
of labor are reduced, and, what is of infi- 
nitely greater value to the masses, the cost of 
production is reduced and the prices of com- 
modities cut down. , 

The production of wealth is never a calam- 
ity. To arbitrarily reduce the hours of work 
in order to reduce production and give work 
for more laborers is bad for everybody. It is 
a loss in manpower, in wealth and in happi- 
ness. What appears to be overproduction is 
often underconsumption. Instead of reducing 
production the aim should be to increase con- 
sumption. This can be accomplished only 
through the medium of high wages and a high 
level of living among the masses. 

The consuming power of the American peo- 
ple is great; but it might be greater under a 
system whereby the living conditions of the 
masses were raised and human needs 
creased and satisfied.

D. C., and Kingston, N. Y., diverg- 
ing point for eastern Canadian, 
northern New York and northern 
New England points, or Nyack, N. 
Y., diverging point for eastern Can- 
adian and all New England points. 
Of course I make this recommenda- 
tion with the reservation that those 
who have not ‘taken in the Sesqui- 
centennial will diverge either going 
or coming to do so. 

From Washington to York, Pa., 
the shortest route with good roads 
and easy grades is detailed as fol- 
lows: Ashton via Silver Springs, 
19 miles; Ellicott City, 16 miles; 
West Friendship, 9 miles; West- 
minster, 22 miles; Hanover, 21 
miles; York, 14 miles. Total, 101 
miles. It is a few miles shorter via 
Baltimore to York, but the hills are 
very hard on the brakes that way. 
One-.can go direct to Lancaster, 
omitting York, via Baltimore ‘and 
Conowingo, but at probable ex- 
pense of rough road and bad hills. 
Or one can, by adding 17 miles to 
the above 101, reach York via the 
celebrated battlefield of Gettysburg. 

From York to Easton, Pa., via 
Lancaster, Reading and Allentown, 
is a short, easy, pleasant run of 119 
miles, the southern part of which is 
through fruitful cultivated fields 
and a number of prosperous Moravi- 
an settlements. 

From Easton, which is 220 or 203 
miles from Washington, according 
as it is reached from Lancaster via 
York and Hanover or via Conowingo 
and Baltimore, one can diverge 
either to Kingston, N. Y., or to Ny- 
ack, N, Y. The section from Easton 
to Kingston is almost a bee line of 
130 miles via the Delaware water 
gap, Port Jervis and Ellenville, all 
easy grades. From Easton to Ny- 
ack is only 88 miles via William 
Penn highway, Nectong, Dover, 
Boonton, Pompton and _ Suffern. 
From Nyack to Port Chester, on the 
Boston post road, via the Tarry- 
town ferry and White Plains, is 
only 10 miles.

Even an increase of 5c 
an hour was denied. ‘‘No money” 
could be taken for these experts out 
of the “lump sum.”’ The civil serv- 
ice provides that ‘these expert 
women counters shall receive at 
least ‘‘60c per hour;” but they do 
not. Again, ‘‘how come?” 

‘The work of these skilled, expert, 


per diem women counters of the 


numbering division is not simply to 
count and see if there are 100 notes 


in each package, but they must 


watch the note-numbers, see that 
these numbers are the same on each 
end of the notes; see that the notes 
are all is, 58, 10s, 208, 100s, 5600s, 


1,000s, 5,900s or 10,000s in the 
Same package; see that there are no 
defective notes, etc. The work, if 
correctly done, taxes these women 
mentally and physically to their 
limit of endurance daily. 


Then comes the element of hon- 
esty; for these are the employes of 
the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing who give the last touch to the 
notes before they are shipped to the 
banks. Moreover, should a bank 
report shortage of 1s, 5s, 10s, &c., 
and the bureau can not find the 
missing notes, the counter has to 
make the loss good, the bank’s re- 
port of shortage being accepted. So 
if four or five $20 notes are reported 
short in a package by some bank, 
the counter must pay back the $80 
or $100 out of a per diem wage that 
is less than that paid to a messen- 
ger. 3 

Here is a bureau wage reform 
sorely needed. Here is a less than 
decent. living wage that should 
shame the Treasury Department and 
the director of the bureau of en- 
sraying and printing into immediate 
increase of per diem wage for the 
women in the numbering division.

LAWS ON CONTRACTS 
WILL BE ATTEMPTED 


150 Acts, Many Conflicting, 
Some 100 Years Old, Are 
Proving Costly to U. S. 


M’CARL APPROVES BILL 
TO SIMPLIFY BUYING 


Saving of 1 Per Cent Through 
Increased Competition Is 
$2,000,000 Gain. 


By. WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 
Repeal of about 150 Federal laws 
governing the purchase of supplies 
by the United States and the modi- 


fication of from 590 to 70 other 

Federal. laws on the same subject, 
will be urged as an administration 
measure in the forthcoming session 
of Congress as part of the Coolidge 
program for lowering the govern- 
ment’s expenses and increasing its 
efficiency. 

Instead of the old crazy quilt of 
legislation, with its patches slapped 
on at random here and there during 
the past century and-a quarter, 
which now governs all buyers of 
government supplies and all sellers, 
as well, a single new. compact con- 
tract law will be presented for en- 
actment to. Congress. The govern- 
ment has been working on this law 
for the better part of four years 
and has finally put it into a form 
which has been approved by virtu- 

y every executive branch of the 
rovernment. 

Yn addition, it has been placed 
hefore the general accounting office 
for intensive study by Comptroller 
McCar! and his staff. “Within the 
past ten days the comptroller has 
reviewed and approved it, except 
for certain minor provisions which 
are still under consideration. The 
draft of the new law therefore is 
practically completed for, congres- 
sional consideration and will be pre- 
sented early in the coming session 
for action. 


G. A. Ramsey's Plan. 


The new law will bring up to 
date as creaking and antiquated a 
buying code as ever plagued a pur- 
chasing agent. It will be divested 
of miles of red tape which have 
been wound around governmental 
buying for generations. It will at- 
tempt to apply modern business 
practices and methods to Federal 
purchases—something that cannot 
be applied ‘in full measure under 
existing laws. 

The proposed new law is the 
brain child of Gordon A. Ramsey, 
of Chicago, a lawyer brought to 
Washington by Charles G. Dawes 
when the latter gathered up the 
budget bureau reins early in Hard- 
ing’s day. Mr. Ramsey was. ap- 
pointed chairman of a board func- 
tioning under the budget bureau 
and was allotted the task of sim- 
plifying Federal: procedure in the 
administration of. its affairs, with 
particular reference to finances. 
The board of which he was chair- 
man was composed of representa- 
tives of all Federal departments 
and offices. 

Nearly four years ago, Mr. Ram- 
Say undertook an extended ramble 
through the Federal statutes to find 
out exactly what nobody seemed 
to know, namely, the existing laws 
governing purchases. The govern- 
ment was then buying from $300.- 
000,000 to $400,000.000 worth of 
supplies of all kinds, a figure which 
has been reduced since to about 

meee 00.000 a year. Although 
there was a clear-idea of the work- 
ings of accumulated legislation gov- 
erning these buyings, decentralized 
among purchasing agents who: were 
affected by some laws and not by 
others, no one in the Federal serv- 
ice seemed to know the whole story. 

After a long search, Mr. Ramsay 
and his assistants uncovered 224 
separate—and many  conflicting-— 
Federal laws, all of them in effect. 
Some of these laws went back more 
than 100 years and were wholly 
out of date. Nevertheless, Congress 
had not repealed them and conse- 
quently they were still alive. Many 
other laws still effective were the 
hasty product of: wartime, enacted 
to meet war’ conditions. These, 

too, in scores of instances, were 
harsh. restrictive and  discrimina- 
tory to an extent. Some of them 
imposed utter waste upon. the 
Treasury. 


Bound by Red Tape. 


There was, for instance, a law 
enacted carly in Lincoln’s day, re- 
quiring the War, Navy, and In- 
terior Departments, then the back- 
bone of the executive branch, to 
make duplicates of all contracts 
and deposit the duplicates. sealed 
and bound in ribbon, in the returns 
office of the Interior Department. 
There they were to be open to pub- 
lic inspection. The law provided 
that copies (in long hand). could 
be obtained by persons paying a 
small fee therefor. 

For more than 60 years that law 
has remained, forgotten, on the 
statute books, although .the emer- 

gency it was designed to meet 
ended more than two generations 
azo. oday the three departments

now seemingly silly also are mark-'! 
ed for repeal. For instance, the 
Secretary of the Navy or the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture is authorized 
to buy up to $500 worth of cer- 
tain articles, if needed urgently, 
in. the open market and without 
advertising for bids, but the 
amount of the same kinds of ar- 
ticles, needed just gs urgently, 
which the Attorney General or the 
Secretary of Commerce may buy in 
the open market is limited to $25. 
Burdensome restrictions on con- 
tractors are to be lightened wher- 
ever possible. The result of this 
effort, it is thought, ‘will be to 
sweeten the government contract 
and place it among the things de- 
sirable.* And whan that is done 
it 1s thought competition to sell 
the government will become keener, 
sellers will find that they have few- 
er unusual conditions to meet and 
prices will fall.

The young man, who once studied 
medicine in Paris and later took a 
job in a drug store here, has ad- 
mitted giving Miss Kirk medicines 
to relieve the ‘“‘fits of depression’’ 
which he said came over her at 
times. But he denied administer- 
ing “love tablets’’ which the girl 
was thought to have taken. 

The first statement by Coroner 
A. P. Hammond after the city 
chemist’s preliminary examination 
revealed that the young woman's 
stomach was a ‘‘mass of dope”’ and 
that it contained poison. Federal 
agents were unable to find a suffi- 
cient amount of narcotics in the | 
medicines to warrant their taking! 
a hand in the investigation. 

The complete report of the city 
chemist will not be made for sev- 
eral days, and until it js delivered 
to Coroner Hammond the nature of 
the charges to be placed against 
Balanescu will not be determined, 
Detective Cody said:

WHERE BABY 18 SAFEST. 


HE honor of being the safest 
T place in the United States for 

a baby, in 1925, is shared by 
Stonington, Conn., and Winona, 
Minn. These places had a baby 
death rate of 32 per 1,000 births. 
Other places having records prac- 
tically as good were: Forest Park, 
1ll.; Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio; Oak 
Park, Ill.; Union City, N. J., and 
Brockton, Mass.; Provo, Utah; 
Braintree, Mass.; Dedham, Mass.; 
Lawrence, Kan.; Grand Forks, N. 
D.; Arlington, Mass.; Wilkins- 
burg, Pa. 
Each of these fifteen smaller 
cities had baby death rates of less 
than 40. 

The conclusion is justified that 
the smaller cities can be made safer 
than larger ones. “Any small city 
that does not control its milk sup- 
ply, and do other things to -make 
its babies safe. must accept respon- 
sibility for neglect. 


If these fifteen have been able to 
do it, other smaller cities could 
also.. Of the fifteen, two are in the 
group over 50,000 and less than 
100,000; one is in the group 25,000 
to 50,000, and the remainder were 
in the group 10,000 to 25,000. 

Sixty-eight cities had baby death 
rates of less than 50. Ten years 
ago some authorities were saying 
that a rate of 50 could never be 
reached in the United States. That 
was the New Zealand rate, but our 
climate was too bad and our popu- 
lation too mixed for ais ever to 
reach such a high level. 

Race is an important factor in 
fixing the baby death rate. Of all 
racial groups Negroes have the high- 
est rates. The honors for having 
low negro baby death rates go to 
Pittsburgh, Indianapolis, Chicago,

While it fact that negotia-

ARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., 
S Aug. 25.—Only a few people 

braved the steady downpour 
of rain to see the Saratoga sales of 
thoroughbred horses of 1926 
-brought to a close, with consign- 
ments from the Oneck stable, J. L. 
‘K. Ross, the Sanford Stud farms, 
Pierre Wertheimer, Bradford Ells- 
worth and others. The bred 
ments consisted almost entirely of 
brood mares, although in seven in- 
stances weanlings were sold togeth- 
er with the mare. Thirty-seven 
sales were made and they brought 
$76,600, or an average of $2; O70 a 
sale. 


Though the sales for the desirent a 
were not all that could be desired, 
because of the smaliness of the 
crowd, the sales during the entire 
month brought a grand total of 
$1,980,200, which is far in excess 
of a like figure for any previous 
year. The total number of sales 
made during the month numbered 
665, which is 112 in excese of the 
similar figuré for last year, 563.

I have found plenty 
who are “‘gluttons for punishment” 
and play as many as 36 to 45 holes 
each day for 3 or 4 days each week. 
There are others, of course, who 
are not physically fit to do any- 
thing like this, although they might 
be myech younger in years. 

My advice to every one, regard- 
less of age, is to play as much as 
he can, but to quit when he still 
feels good and not keep going 
when all in, just for the sake of 
saying he played 35 or 45 holes or 
more in one day. 

Remember to stop when you 
still feel good and you will always 
enjoy the game.

~High-Grade Domestic Indus- 
— trial Issues Display 
Easier Tone. 


RAIL GROUP IS STEADIER 


New York, Aug. 25 (By the Asso- 
ciated Press). — Heavy buying of a 
few foreign issues featured today’s 
irregular bond market. The demand 
centered largely in Italian govern- 
ment 7s of 1951, which advanced 


fractionally on a turnover of nearly 
$750,000 (par value). Polish 8s of 
1940 continued their advance and 
the 6s touched a new high record for 
the year at 70. German Govern- 
ments and Municipals were firm on 
the removal of the “peg” from that 
country’s currency, but the German 
General Electric 6%s fell back 2 
points. Mexican government issues 
were strong, despite the deadlock 
in the negotiations for a settlement 
of the church controversy. 

Although the averages showed lit- 
tle change on the day, an easier tone 
was apparent for many of the high- 
grade industrial issues, due to a fur- 
ther stiffening of money rates, with 
call money at 5 per cent for the first 
time in a fortnight and time money 
quoted at 4% to 5, as against 4% 
to 5 yesterday, bond traders saw 
little incentive for a broad buying 
movement in bonds. MHeaviness of 
Westinghouse Electric 7s of 1931, 
which sagged to a new 1926 low at 
104%, was due to reports that the 
issue would be refunded through the 
sale of a new 5 per cent issue, the 
bonds having sold above the “call” 
price. 

Publication of additional favor- 
able July earnings reports and the 
establishment of record freight car 
loadings for the twelfth consecu- 
tive week had a stabilizing influ- 
ence on the railroad group. How- 
ever, Chesapeake & Ohio converti- 
ble 5s dropped over 3 points, pre- 
sumably in sympathy with the re- 
cent decline in that stock, and a 
slightly smaller loss was recorded 
by Wheeling & Lake Erie consoli- 
dated 4s. On the other hand, mod- 
erate gains were recorded by At- 
lanta & Danville first 4s and Rio 
Grande Western consolidated 4s. 

U. S. government issues showed 
little change. 

New offerings totaling nearly 
$60,000,000, were announced for 
tomorrow. The largest was a $30,- 
000,000 issue of 20-year 5 per cent 
bonds of the Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Co. at 99 by a syn- 
dicate headed by Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and the Chase Securities cor- 
poration. The proceeds of the is- 
sue will be used to retire a similar 
amount of 7 per cent bonds which 
are to be called for redemption 
November 1 next, thus reducing the 
company’s fixed charges. Other of- 
ferings included an issue of $10,- 
000,000 Republic of Chile 5 per 
cent gold treasury notes, due Feb- 
ruary 25, 1927, at 99%, and $9,- 
500,000 first mortgage 5% per 
cent gold bonds of the building at 
165 Broadway, New York, matur- 
ing August 1, 1951, at par.

Vandalia, Ill., Aug. 25 (By A. P.) 
Because he was nee a ‘liar’ dur- 
ing an argument by Peter Rosen- 
berger, wealthy aged farmer, Frank 
Sparr, a farm hand today confessed 
fatally slugging the old man with an 
automobile tire jack, thereby clear- 
ing a murder mystery which con- 
cerned authorities of four States.

HELD NONEFFECTIVE: 


Corporation Counsel Stephens 
Says Comptroller General 
Exceeded Authority. 


Corporation Counsel Stephens 
yesterday said that Comptroller 
General McCarl had exceeded his 
authority Tuesday when he ruled 
that the District would have to re- 
fund to the Postoffice Department 
sums aggregating $18,000, repre- 


senting that part of the cost of 
gasoline added to cover the District 
gasoline tax. 

“The comptroller general pos- 
sesses authority to check outlays 
of Federal funds, in accordance 
with the purpose of their appropria- 
tion,’’ Mr. Stephens said, ‘“‘but he 
has no authority, to order expendi- 
ture of money by the District, in 
the shape of refunds, or otherwise.
